Every County in Minnesota Asked to 
Specialize on Infant Welfare 
Work This Year 


T he federal 
governm ent th ro u g h 
ti;** Council of .National Defense, has 
r.-ked Minnesota to s a \e the live* of 
2.OOO infant* and children this year 
as the state s p art of a national c a m ­ 
paign to avoid 100,000 child deaths 
from preventable disease# 
The office of Dr. ll. M 
Bracken. 
S tate Hoard of H ealth Commissioner, 
has statistics from which it ha* been 
deduced that In Minnesota 2.134 In­ 
fants or children below the k in d e r ­ 
g arte n school age died from p rev e n t­ 
able cause* last year. 
Every county In Minnesota I* a s k ­ 
ed to specialize 
on 
Infant welfare 
work this year and a campaign for 
child conservation will soon be u n ­ 
der way in Crow Wing county. 
R e­ 
cently 
our 
county 
commissioners 
w»*re petitioned for thp appointm ent 
of a c'li I Id Welfare Board. 
A county child welfare board will 
act as local adm in istrativ e unit for 
he county in the enforcement of all 
laws relating to the protection of de­ 
fective. delinquent, dependent 
and 
neglected children. 
Such a becard is 
an official body, acting in behalf of 
the sta te in the Interests of children 
who are in need of the sta te's care 
and 
guardianship. 
These 
boards 
will have close contact with th e p ro ­ 
bate judge, who Is Judge of the c h i l­ 
d e n ’s court. 
They will Investigate 
for the judge applications for county 
allowance* (so-called mothers* P en­
